OTTAWA.  March  18— "Hit  snd 
run''  motor  drivers  arc  aimed  at  In 
a  bill  introduc-d  In  the  House  of 
Commons  this  afternoon  by  T.  L 
Church.  ConservaUve.  Toronto 
Northwest. 

The  appalling  loss  or  life  through- 
out Canada  of  late  years  through 
motor  cars,  and  the  number  killed 
by  "hit  and  run"  drivers,  have  been 
causes  of  numerous  complaints. 

The  measure  of  Mr.  Church  In- 
cludes the  following  penalties  under 
the  criminal  code: 

Five  years'  imprisonment  and  n 
fine  of  SI. 000  for  a  person  found 
guilty  of  driving  a  car  In  a  furious 
or  reckless  manner  causing  an  acci- 
dent by  which  an  individual  suffers 
injury  or  bodily  harm. 

Two  years'  imprisonment  or  a  fine 
not  exceeding  $500,  or  both  fine  snd 
imprisonment,  for  furious,  negligent 
or  reckless  driving  without  proper 
regard  for  human  life  and  safety 

Five  years'  Imprisonment  and  a 
fine  of  1 1.000  for  causing,  through 
furious  or  reckless  driving,  an  acci- 
dent to  any  perron  and  failing  to 
stop  his  automobile,  or  for  falling 
to  render  every  assistance  in  his 
power  to  those  injured  by  him. 

Two  years'  imprisonment  or  a  fine 
of  1500.  or  both  fine  and  Imprison- 
ment, for  a  person  guilty  of  driving 
whether  prearranged  or  not.  or  for 
a  bet  or  warrer.  or  for  inciting 
another  to  a  dangerous  or  furious 
jpeed  by  driving  to  pass  him 

Imposition  or  the  penalty  for  mur- 
der for  a  person  who  causes  the 
death  of  another  through  furious 
driving,  and  who  does  not  render 
even-  assistance  in  his  power  after- 
ward, and  who  fails  u>  report  the 
accident  to  the  nearert  sheriff  or 
police  station

Rowland  revealed  that  the  trl- 
motored  Ford  monoplane  had  been 
"ffi.-ially  Inspected  by  the  Depart 
ment  of  Commerce  Inspectors  once 
since  'he  ship  was  licensed  for 
transport  service  last  November. 
The  plane  had  been  unofficially  in- 
spected by  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce representative  a  day  or  two 
before  the  crash,  he  added,  and  had 
been  Inspected  once  or  twice  daily 
by  company  mechanics

Rowland  also  submitted  figures  to 
show  that  the  plane  had  not  been 
overladen  He  said  it  had  a  pilot  and 
passenger  capacity  of  2.481  pounds, 
which  would  leave  ample  allowance 
for  Its  cargo  of  fifteen.  Foote 
weighed  184  pounds,  he  said,  and  the 
passengers  he  estimated,  weighed  an 
average  of  150  pounds  each  To  have 
overloaded  the  ship  each  passenger 
would  liave  had  to  weigh  more  than 
100  pounds,  he  said

and  made  seven  nights  yesterday 
before  It  crashed  There  had  never 
been  any  serious  engine  trouble  on 
the  wrecked  plane.

Cullln.  William  Merchant  and  R. 
S.  Dewar.  Those  voting  against  the 
increase  were  Mayor  Herbert  Ans- 
comb.  Aldermen  John  L  Mara, 
ies  Adam.  John  Harvey  and 
John  Worthlngton  Tlie  votes  were 
recorded  This  was  the  third  vote 
taken  on  the  question  On  the  other 
two  occasions  the  Increase  In  Indem- 
nity was  defeated. 

After  registering  his  disapproval 
Mayor  Anscomb  said  he  would  bring 
the  motion  up  again  at  next 
Monday's  meeting  for  reconsidera- 
tion.

ATLANTA.  Or.,  March  18-  Receding  waters  today  improved 
conditions  rapidly  in  most  of  the  flood -swept  regions  of  the 
South,  in  which  the  known  death  list  stood  at  twenty  and 
property  damage  at  several  million  dollars. 

Two  principal  exceptions  were  noted.  One  was  in  the  lower 
reaches  of  the  Flint  River  in  Georgia  and  at  River  Junction.  Florida, 
where  the  Flint  and  Chattahoolchcc  Rivers  Join  to  form  the 
Apalachicola, 

.  ■  I    The  other  was  along  the  Alabama 

_  _  I  River,  east  and  south  of  Mont- 
gomery. Alabama.  There  a  new 
flood  menace  of  such  proportions 
was  reported  to  Oovernor  Biuo 
Graves,  that  he  personally  inspected 
the  area  by  airplane.  Returning 
aviators  said  in  that  region  persons 
were  seen  on  housetops  and  climb- 
ing up  trees  to  escape  rapidly  rising 
waters. 

Rehabltatlon  work  went  on 
rapidly  as  the  flood  waters  drained 
from  Alabama  and  Oeorgla  througn 
Northwestern  Florida  into  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico.  Announcement  was 
made  that  one  thousand  adult  resi- 
dents would  be  permitted  to  return 
to  Elba,  one  of  the  towns  evacuated 
after  it  was  inundated.  It  was  ex- 
pected that  Oeneva  inhabitants 
who  were  also  removed  when  watet 
overran  their  town,  would  begin  to 
go  back  tomorrow. 

Typhoid  antitoxin  and  other 
disease  preventatives  were  sent  to 
the  flood  territory  to  guard  the 
health  of  those  affected  by  the 
waters.

Aldermen  Marehant  in  reply,  re- 
iterated his  former  argument  with 
respect  to  steady  Increases  in. the  In- 
demnities of  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  members  of  the  Vancou- 
ver City  Council,  who  now  received 
$1,200  and  were  seriously  considering 
raising  he  amount  to  $2,000.

The  pilot  and  his  companion  were 
thrown  from  their  seats  into  the  air 
The  passengers,  thrown  In  a  heap  in 
the  fore  part  of  the  cabin,  s'ere  im- 
imled  by  pieces  or  metal,  crushed 
and  mangled. 

The  car  ogoinst  which  the  oero- 
plano  hurled  itself  *-aa  filled  with 
sand  and  crushed  the  bottom  of  the 
plsne.  ripping  a  great  triangle  in 
the  metal  fuselage.  The  entire  mtng 
broke  off  and  the  |>ort  and  starboard 
motors  were  hurled  clear  or  the 
wreckage  The  centre  motor  re- 
mained  on  the  fuselage. 

The  crash  occurred  at  the  edge  of 
a  strip  of  meadow  land  which  sep- 
arates Newark  from  several  smaller 
cities  on  the  Hudson  River. 

Poote  was  employed  by  the  Colo- 
nial Airways  only  three  days  ago 
when  he  came  with  his  wife  from 
Detroit  He  had  worked  at  the  Pord 
plant  in  that  city  as  a  pilot. 

Freakish  and  guMy  winds  since 
Saturday  had  swept  the  metropoli- 
tan area  Poote  was  unable  to  gain 
any  moro  than  100  feet  In  altitude 
from  the  time  he  took  off  Prom  a 
distance  the  great  trlmotored  plane 
was  seen  to  turn  west  only  about 
M'VPTit.y-five  feet  from  the  ground 
A  strong  gust  of  wind  then  caught 
the  machine  and  sent  It  crashing 
Into  a  string  of  cars  on  a  spur  of 
the  New  Jersey  Central  Railroad.

In  order  to  repair  th-  damage  the  public  works 
engineers  have  erected  a  protective  aystem  of  heavy  piling  for  a  distance 
of  850  feet  The  piles  ore  driven  to  a  considerable  depth,  with  heavv  logs 
boiled  horizontally  to  them.  This  barricade  is  supplemented  by  groins 
erected  at  distances  of  ion  fret  apart,  extending  out  into  the  sea 

This  barricade  makes  just  sufficient  resistance  to  the  inwashing  tides 
to  start  a  natural  wall  of  masonry  built  up  of  the  sand  which  gradually 
accumulates  against  any  obstruction  of  the  kind.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the 
coarse  of  two  or  three  years  the  spit  will  be  restored  to  Its  former  height 
by  tills  natural  process.  The  effectiveness  of  the  work  can  already  be  seen.

I  matter  how  many  evidences  are  forth 
coming  of  the  depletion  of  forest  resources  in 
nils  continent  It  is  difficult  to  Instil  a  belief  into 
the  governing  powers  of  this  province  that  a  defl- 
n&e  and  permanent  policy  of  afforestation  Is 
necessary  If  posterity  is  to  have  timber  supplies 
This  Dominion  is  exporting  its  timber  resources 
at  a  rate  which  undoubtedly  results  in  temporary 
wealth  to  the  Industry.  The  process,  however,  is 
one  of  the  contributory  causes  to  depletion,  and 
one  which  should  impress  on  the  authorities  how 
essential  It  is  becoming  more  and  more  all  the 
time  to  take  steps  for  the  conservation  of  the 
forest  resource.  Canada  in  1928  sent  exports  to 
the  United  States  alone  valued  ut  $496,000,000 
Of  these  $237,000,000  were  "forest  products.  In 
drawing  attention  to  this  fact  Mr.  J.  A.  Clark 
<Vancouver-Burrard>  during  the  course  of  the 
Budget  debate  ab  Ottawa,  quoted  Trom  a  pamph- 
let called  Forest  Facts,  published  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  as  follows: 

"The  forest,  resources  of  Canada  are  being  de- 
pleted at  the  rate  of  about  five  billion  cubic  feet 
annually  through  cutting,  fire.  Insects  and  decay. 
If  the  reproduction  and  young  timber  are  not 
protected,  the  stand  of  merchantable  timber  ac-

people  realize  the  urgent  need  which  exists  for 
x  forest  policy  In  Canada  '* 

If  the  lumber  Industry  were  long-sighted  It 
sould  become  the  most  powerful  factor  In  this 
province  in  bringing  about  forest  conservation. 
As  matters  stand,  however,  it  does  not  appear 
enthusiastic,  and  the  lack  of  enthusiasm  is  to  be 
found  In  the  fact  that  so  much  of  our  forest  re- 
sources are  in  the  hands  of  those  who  otherwise 
have  no  stake  In  the  Dominion.  The  warnings  of 
forest  depletion  are  coming  from  many  quarters. 
What  is  going  on  Is  self-apparent  to  anyone  who 
travels  through  wooded  areas.  The  myth  of  the 
Inexhaustible  timber  supplies  In  British  Columbia 
has  been  exploded  long  ago.  Reproduction  does 
not  exceed  depletion.  The  lumber  resources  are 
being  squandered  and  our  Oovernment  Is  dolni: 
little  more  to  meet  a  crisis  which  Is  developing 
more  rapidly  all  the  time  than  It  has  done  during 
a  number  of  years  past. 

What  British  Columbia  wants,  to  do  her  share 
In  forest  conservation,  is  an  afforestation  policy 
which  will  go  on  Increasing  as  the  years  advance 
This  province  needs  new  and  stringent  logging 
regulations  which  will  not  only  make  the  logged- 
over  areas  nurseries  of  reproduction,  but  which 
will  prevent  them  becoming  fire  traps,  as  hap- 
pens at  present.  The  need  also  exists  for  the 
setting  aside  of  forest  areas  where  no  lumbering 
operations  will  be  permitted  over  a  number  of 
years.  New  and  up-to-date  precautions  against 
forest  fire  outbreaks  should  be  taken.  In  addi- 
tion, so  that  aid  may  be  brought  quickly  to  the 
scene  of  any  outbreak,  there  should  be  an  aero- 
plane patrol  service  established  as  is  done  else- 
where on  this  continent  where  the  forest  resources 
are  not  so  great.  Of  all  the  efforts  still  lacking 
in  British  Columbia  towards  a  real  conservation 
policy  thai  of  afforestation  Is  the  most  impor- 
tant. If  the  Dominion  Government  Is  right  In 
saying  that  Canada  cannot  stand  the  drain  on 
her  timber  resources  for  another  twenty-five 
years  It  Is  lull  time  that  British  Columbia  woke 
up  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation.  The  profli- 
gate wastage  now  going  on  can  only  have  one 
?nd  if  It  is-  not  arrested.

respecting  Canadian  National  finances  in  speak - 
1 1  ■  I  In  the  Debate  on  the  Budget  In  the  House  of 
commons.  The  facts,  largely  omitted  In  the 
Budget  8pecch  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  but 
inseparably  associated  with  the  national  finances, 
have  been  placed  before  the  country  and  must  be 
considered  In  relation  to  anf  estimate  of  the  fi- 
nancial position  of  the  Federal  Oovernment.  On 
January  I,  1928,  the  Canadian  National  system 
had  a  bonded  debt  amounting  to  $981,000,000. 
During  the  present  fiscal  year  that  bonded  In- 
debtedness has  been  Increased  by  $44,000,000. 
according  to  a  statement  of  the  Minister  of  Fi- 
nance. On  January  1.  1928.  Canada  was  a  creditor 
of  the  Canadian  National  system  to  the  extent 
of  $1  258,000.000  Thus  the  total  Indebtedness  of 
the  system  at  that  date  was  $2,239,000,000.  This 
indicates  that  the  country  Is  involved  in  a  tre- 
mendous financial  undertaking  In  regard  to  Its 
national  railways. 

During  the  last  four  or  five  years  the  country 
has  been  relieved  to  some  extent,  by  Increased 
returns  on  the  Canadian  National  system.  On 
January  1.  1924.  the  iystem.  for  the  first  time 
under  national  ownership,  secured  a  net  revenue 
over  operating  expenses.  In  1928  the  surplus  In 
net  operating  expenses  amounted  to  $58,000,000 
Of  this  amount  $50,000,000  is  required  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  bonds  which  the  public  hold.  With 
such  payment  made  there  will  be  a  balance  over 
of  $8,000,000.  The  system  will  owe  the  Dominion 
Treasury  over  $32,000,000  for  Interest  This 
amount,  or  the  larger  proportion  of  It.  this 
year,  as  tn  previous  years,  will  be  put 
down  as  a  bookkeeping  transaction  and  must 
be  added,  as  previous  deficits  In  Interest  pay- 
ments have  been  added,  to  the  debt.  The  debt  to 
the  Dominion  Treasury  Is  now,  therefore,  about 
$1,300,000,000  and  to  the  public  about  $1,000,000.- 
000.  The  total  debt  of  the  Canadian  National 
for  which  the  Oovernment  of  Canada  is 
IS  $2.300  000.000  It  Will  be  some 
years  yet  be/ore  the  full  Interest  can  be  earned 
on  that  amount,  anil,  meantime,  the  yearly

as  to  leave  a  cardboard  box  on  my  writing  table 
containing  a  gold  Mycenaean  mask,  at  least 
worth  molting  "  The  burglar  went  on  to  the  draw- 
ing -room,  but  In  his  progress  passed  by  an  open 
cabinet  containing  some  irreplaceable  treasures 
He  concentrated  his  attack  00  I  historic  French 
I  ,  buhl  frome  which  was  locked 
by  means  of  steel  bars  After  opening  it  he  went 
through  fifty  drawers  and  heaped  the  contents, 
coins  and  labels,  into  a  sack.

Some  Idea  oi  the  mentality  of  the  Soviet 
Oovernment  in  Russia -with  which  Canada  Is 
now  considering  the  desirability  of  opening  up 
diplomatic  relations— may  be  gleaned  from  Its 
proposal  to  lay  mines  for  the  protection  of  deep 
sea  fishing  In  Russian  waters.  This  Implies  that 
murder  is  to  be  the  penalty  for  poaching.  Such 
mines' would  be  a  deadly  risk  to  shipping  pur- 
suing its  lawful  occasions,  to  trawlers  legitimately 
engaged  In  the  fisheries  and  to  Innocent  parties 
bent  on  pleasure.  This  ought  to  be  a  suggestion 
abhorrent  to  international  law.  although  Russia 
refused  to  be  bound  by  International  regulations 
It  gives,  however,  an  Inkling  of  Russia's  atUtude 
towards  other  nations  and  affords  a  very  sub- 
stantial argument  against  the  resumption  of 
official  relations  until  such  time  as  the  mental 
and  political  outlook  of  the  Soviet  Power  is  very 
much  amended.

Sir,— If  Mr.  R  F.  Leslie,  who,  in 
The  Dally  Colonist  of  March  13 
facetiously  suggests  that  Canada's 
equality  with  Oreat  Britain  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Nations  ca:ls  for 
some  special  form  of  observation, 
such  a*  a  naval  review,  wishes  to 
know  Canada's  actual  status  in  the 
Commonwealth,  he  should  read  that 
absorbingly  interesting  book  b7  Sir 
Robert  Borden.  "Canada  in  the 
Commonwealth,"  which  recently  has 
been  published  by  the  Clarendon 
Press.  The  book  is  a  rearrangement 
into  suitable  book  form  of  the  first 
of  a  series  of  lectures  arranged  by 
the  Rhode*  Trustees  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford,  and  was  delivered 
last  year  by  Sir  Robert.  The  book, 
aa  Sir  Robert  indicates  in  the  fore- 
word, is  not  intended  as  a  history, 
but  rather  aa  a  review  of  the  leading 
feature*  and  dramatic  incidents  that 
have  been  instrumental  in  moulding 
the  Canadian  character  and  the  Ca- 
nadian nation,  the  autonomy  of 
which  was  duly  acknowledged  by  the 
Interlmpertal  Relations  Committee 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Lord 
Balfour,  in  1926.  in  these  words: 
"They  (the  Mother  Country  and  the 
Dominions)  are  autonomous  com. 
munlties  within  the  British  Empire, 
equal  In  status,  in  no  way  subordin- 
ate one  to  another  in  any  respect  of 
the  domestic  or  external  affairs, 
though  united  by  a  common  alle- 
giance to  the  Crown  and  freely  asso- 
ciated as  members  of  the  British 
Commonwealth  of  Nations." 

This  autonomy  has  ben  attained 
in  a  hard  fight  by  Canadian  states- 
men, of  whom  Sir  Robert  was  the 
protagonist,  not.  as  many  seem  to 
suppose,  with  a  view  to  weakening 
the  link  that  binds  Canada  to  the 
Mother  Country,  but  with  a  view  to 
strengthening  that  link.  It  was  to 
eliminate  the  possibility  of  the  re- 
currence of  those  conditions  that, 
rather  more  than  a  century  and  a 
half  ago.  through  ignorance  of  local 
affairs  and  the  attempt  to  rule  at  a 
distance  of  'J.500  odd  miles,  lost  to

The  Ice  a«p  was  not.  Professor 
Gothan  points  out,  a  single  period 
of  cold  Instead  it  was  divided  into 
several  glacial  periods,  separated  by 
warm  lnterglaclal  periods.  During 
these  tnterirlarlal  periods  plants  mi- 
grated northward  behind  the  edg 
of  the  ice.  leaving  their  fossils  In  I 
regular  succession.  First  cam 
stunted  bushes  and  grass  plants  lik< 
those  which  now  grow  on  the  tun- 
dras of  Alaska  and  Siberia.  Behind 
these,  as  the  climaie  got  warmer, 
came  forests  of  pjne  and  birch  trees, 
finally,  towards  the  middle  of  each 
warm  intrrgUclal  period,  the  forests 
»ere  of  beech  trees,  as  the  European 
forests  are  now  When  each  inter  - 
glacial  period  gave  way,  In  turn,  to 
renewed  cold  and  ice,  this  plant 
sequence  followed  the  reverse  order, 
beaches  war*  raplacad  by  burn  and  | 
pine,  these  by  the  tundra,  then' 
finally  bv  the  ice. 

A  few  centuries  ago.  Professor 
Oothan  believes,  the  present  beech 
forests  of  Europe  were  larger  than 
now.  Already,  he  suspects,  birch 
and  pine  trees  have«begun  to  sup- 
plant them,  perils  ps  a  sign  that 
twenty  thousand  or  thirty  thousand 
years  from  now  the  Ice  age  will  be 
back.

Benzoic  acid  and  benzoate  of  *oda 
are  sometimes  used  In  preserving 
Uu  fruits,  butter,  fish  and  ketchup. 
Dr  Harvey  Wiley,  who  did  "i<-rt 
taluable  work  a*  the  former  chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  for 
the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
found  that  their  administration  was 
followed  by  a  distinct  loss  of  weight 
caused  by  some  disturbance  within 
the  body. 

Boron  compound*  are  sometimes 
used  in  preserving  meat  fish,  fruit 
juice  and  condensed  milk.  It  has 
been  stated  that  these  compounds, 
administered  in  small  doses  for  a 
long  time,  create  disturbances  of 
appetite  and  digestion  The  prin- 
cipal danger  of  the  use  of  boron 
compounds  Is  that  when  used  on 
partly  decayed  products,  they  ap- 
pear to  be  fresh  and  wholesome 

The  coal  tar  dyes  vary  consider- 
ably as  to  their  wholeaomeness.  some 
being  comparatively  harmless  They 
may  mislead  the  customer  into  be 
l  evtrur  that  the  attractive  coloring 
of  foods  and  drinks  o  natural. 

Copper,  sulphate  and  other  salts 
of  copper  are  sometimes  used  In 
preparing  peas,  string  beans,  spin- 
ach and  other  green  vegetable* 
Copper  sulphate  is  sometimes  used 
in  purifying  water  of  trie  larger 
cities,  although  its  use  has  been  re- 
placed to  a  large  e*fen«  with 
chlorine  gas,  which  evaporates 
readily.

:  Historic  Steeplechase  at  Liverpool  More  Un- 
certain Than  Ever— Has  Wide  Popularity

LIVERPOOL.  England,  March  Hi 
The  Grand  National  Steeplechase 
is  famous  as  the  moat  difficult 
cross-country  race  in  the  world, 
and  consequently  la  probably  the 
moat  uncertain  of  any  sporting 
event.  But  this  year  *  Grand  Na- 
tional, to  be  run  on  Friday,  Mann 
22.  is  exceptionally  puzzling.  Added 
to  the  record  large  entry  is  the  fact 
that  training  programmes  were 
seriously  interfered  with  by  the  se- 
vere Winter,  which  resulted  in  hard- 
frozen  training  grounds. 

The  historic  race  annually  grows 
greater  in  value  and  importance 
The  1029  o\rnt  will  be  worth  well 
over  880.000.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  horses  were  allotted  weights 
and  Uiis  number  was  cut  only  to 
104  in  the  first  acceptances.  The 
newly-instituted  "second  forfeits" 
ten  days  before  the  race  bring  the 
field  down  to  reasonable  propor- 
tions. Last  year,  however,  out  of 
lorty-two  starters,  only  two  finished 
— Tlpperary  Tim.  100- to  1  outsider, 
and  Billy  Barton,  United  States 
hope,  who  was  second,  after  a 
etumble  at  the  last  fence.

The  race,  as  usual,  will  be  over 
the  arduous  4  1-2  miles  of  the  Atn- 
tree  course,  with  its  difficult  water 
Jumps  and  fences.  It  has  been 
run  since  1839.  and  will  attract  an 
enormous  throng  to  Liverpool  from 
many  parts  of  the  world  Last 
year  great  liners  at  the  big  Mersey

The  favorites  appear  to  be 
Brlght's  Boy  and  Master  BUlic, 
closely  followed  by  Billy  Barton. 
Oreat  Span  and  Carfax.  Bright's 
Boy  has  twice  been  placed  in  this 


great  race,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether 
he  is  as  good  as  he  was  Further, 
he  is  a  very  much  better  horse 
in  good  going  than  in  thr  mud.  . 
If  the  going  Is  good  at  Alntrcc. 
he  might  represent  something  like 
a  100  to  7  bet;  if  the  going  Is  heavy 
he  would  not  have  nearly  to  good 
a  chance.  Master  BUlle,  if  all  goes 
well,  seems  certain  to  start  one  of 
the  favorites  and  rightly  so.

Special  interest  attache*  to  the 
Grand  National  candidature  of 
Ea.strr  Hero  and  his  stablemute, 
Maguelonne.  by  reason  of  the  high 
prices  given  for  them  by  J.  H. 
Whitney.  Big  money,  however,  sel- 
dom prevails  at  Aintree.  This  was 
exemplified  last  year  by  Tlpperary 
Tim.  who.  with  a  tube  in  his  throat, 
would  certainly  not  have  com- 
manded much  of  a  price  had  he 
been  put  up  for  sale  shortly  before 
he  triumphed  astonishingly  in  the 
great  race. 

Sprig,  a  former  winner,  who 
holds  second  place  in  the  handi- 
cap at  Liverpool,  has  been  under  a 
cloud  for  a  month  and  doubts 
are  entertained  as  to  whether  it 
will  be  possible  to  ttajB  him.  Tom 
leader  has  had  a  long  and  pe- 
culiar experience  with  what  he  calls 
Sprig's  "very  nasty  gummy  fore- 
legs." and  perhaps  he  will  get  the 
old  horse  round  again.  He  is  not 
too  old  to  win  another  National 
Anyway,  he  is  still  a  year  younger 
than  Master  Robert  was  when  he 
scored  at  Liverpool.  Manifesto  re- 
lerred  to  as  one  of  the  oldest  of 
Grand  National  winners,  was  only 
eleven  when  he  gained  his  second 
success,  having  won  the  race  two 
seasons  previously.  The  youngest 
National  victors  of  the  past  thirty 
years  were  Lutleur  II  at  five  and 
Ambush  II  and  Ally  Sloper  at  six.

The  Buck  wood  Inn  where  the 
Shawnee  open  is  annually  played 
has  selected  June  19  and  20  lor  lto 
open.  Delaware  Water  Gap,  Just 
down  the  road  from  Shawnee.  Mill 
urdoubtedly  choose  the  following 
two  days  lor  the  Eastern  Open  to 
be  played  on  the  Wolf  Hollow 
course.  That's  the  usual  order  of 
things. 

'17 le  pros,  If  they  compete  in  both 
these  events,  will  have  two  days  of 
rest,  and  then  htart  right  in  again 
on  another  open,  the  Now  York 
State  championship,  scheduled  for 
the  following  Monday  and  Tuesday 
at  the  Westchcster-Blltmorc  course 
If  they  {.till  live  they  can  have  an- 
other day  of  rest  and  begin  playing 
in  the  greatest  of  all  open  cham- 
pionships, the  National  Open,  which 
Marts  on  Thursday  at  the  Winged 
Foot  Club,  Mamarcneck. 

Why  all  this  rush  for  dates  be- 
fore the  US.  Open?  Do  the  man- 
agers of  the  organisations  holding 
the  events  think  the  pros  will  com- 
pete In  the  U  S.  Open  and  run  right 
home'/  One  wonders.  Heretofore 
the  various  organisations  have  held 
their  ererrts  right  after  the  big 
(.pen.  That  appeared  a  line  scheme. 
Ml  MVNt-.f.   HI  NT 

The  Shawnee  event,  always  previ- 
ously dated  after  the  national,  has 
been  looked  forward  to  by  the  pros. 
It  came  as  a  holiday  after  the 
strain  of  the  big  event.  It  was  a 
treat  and  the  proa  always  enjoyed 
themselves. 

In  the  ordinary  course  of  events 
the  first  two  rounds  of  this  tourney 
were  the  real  tests.  Those  who 
scored  well  went  to  bed  early  and 
prepared  for  the  next  day's  battle 
for  the  prize  money.  Those  who 
fared  poorly  felt  they  were  tree  to 
enjoy  themselves. 

The  same  conditions  prevailed  in 
the  Eastern  open  played  on  the  fol- 
lowing days,  and  a  fine  scheme  of 
things  it  appeared  to  be. 

Men  certainly  cannot  go  on  play- 
ing their  best  golf  through  lour 
successive  tournaments,  certainly 
not  if  they  have  their  eyes  on  the 
biggest  of  all  open  championships, 
the  National.  And  then,  too.  tne 
dates  chosen  for  these  minor  opens 
»r<  the  very  ones  on  which  the  star 
golfers  usually  hied  themselves  to 
the  scene  of  the  National  cham- 
pionship to  acquaint  themselves 
with  the  course. 

The  old  idea  that  the  less  a  man 
knows  about  a  course  the  less  un- 
likely he  is  to  be  buffaloed  by  It.  is 
dead.  The  stars  of  this  day  and 
age  want  to  be  very  familiar  with 
the  courses  upon  which  they  play 
They  feel  they  cannot  have  too 
much  knowledge  of  them.  They 
air  a  mighty  careful  bunch  of  men. 

Perhaps  when  this  cluttering  of 
opens  Is  noticed  there  will  be  an- 
other wild  rush  this  time  to  get 
dates  after  the  open.  This  list  of 
tournaments  scheduled  does  not

The  public  links  title  play 
goes  to  St.  Louis.  Pebble  Beach,  at 
Del  Monte.  California,  gets  the  Na- 
tional Amateur.  A  California  course 
wiS  also  get  the  B.O.A..  which  will 
be  held  on  December  2-7.

Ration  Is 
Imperative 

For  the  past  few  years  the  Board 
of  Health  of  Scotland  has  been  car- 
rying on  an  investigation  In  regard 
to  the  nutrition  of  uchooi  children. 
In  the  schools  of  seven  centres 
selected  for  the  study,  the  children 
were  divided  into  groups.  The  ob- 
jective was  to  a&certain  whether  the 
cluldrcn  who  received  a  dally  ration 
of  milk  would  show  an  improvement 
in  health  greater  than  those  who  did 
not  receive  the  milk,  or  those  who 
received  a  biscuit  only. 

The  result  was  that  the  children 
receiving  milk  were,  after  a  time, 
found  to  be  20  per  cent  heavier  and 
tailor  than  those  not  receiving  milk. 
There  was.  In  other  words,  a  decided 
improvement  in  growth.  The  gen- 
eral health  or  many  of  the  milk- 
ration  group  wa»  noticeably  better 
This  Improvement  was  not  tempo- 
rary, for  they  have  continued  to  im- 
prove while  the  milk  ration  was 
maintained  during  a  second  period 
of  investigation. 

This  Is  not  the  only  investigation 
of  the  kind  that  has  been  made 
Other  studies  of  a  similar  nature,  in 
many  countries,  have  shown  that, 
dining  the  growing  years,  milk,  as 
an  article  of  diet,  is  essential.  The 
need  and  value  of  milk  cannot  be 
too  strongly  emphasized,  because  we 
have  no  substitute  for  It

lo  see  to  it  that  their  children  are 
not  being  handicapped  throuRh  the 
lack  of  milk  in  the  diet.  Milk  Is  not 
a  complete  diet  for  school  children, 
but  no  diet- is  complete  without  milk. 

Milk  may  be  used  in  many  ways. 
It  is  not  necessary  that  it  be  drunk, 
It  may  be  taken  on  cereals  and  other 
foods;  It  may  be  used  in  cocoa,  in 
milk  puddings  or  In  any  other  simi- 
lar manner.  It  need  hardly  be  said 
that  safe,  pure  milk  only  should  be 
used,  and  that  means  milk  from 
healthy  cows,  produced  In  a  cleanly 
manner  and  then  Pasteurized.

The  large  boundary  monument 
on  Point  Robert*  on  the  eastern 
nhore  of  the  Strait  of  Georgia,  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  which  marks  the  west- 
em  terminus  of  the  land  boundary 
along  the  forty- ninth  parallel  be- 
tween Canada  nnd  the  United 
Stale*,  was  erected  In  1861  This 
monument  stands  twenty  feet  high 
and  is  constructed  of  massive  gran- 
ite blocks.  Due  to  the  high  price  of 
labor  at  that  time  and  place,  the 
monument  cost  nearly  15.000.  but  III 
present  excellent  state  of  preserva- 
tion after  a  lapse  of  slaty-seven 
years  is  evidence  of  the  care  and 
skill  with  which  It  was  erected. 

In  1818  It  had  been  agreed  that 
ihe  forty-ninth  parallel  should  form 
the  International  Boundary  from 
the  Lake  of  the  Woods  to  the  sum- 
mit of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  In 
1848  it  was  further  agreed  that  the 
forty -ninth  parallel  should  also  be 
the  boundary  from  the  latter  point 
to  the  middle  of  the  channel  which 
separates  Vancouver  Ltland  from  the 
Mainland  The  original  surveys  of 
that  portion  of  the  International 
Boundaryy  from  the  summit  of  the 
Rockies  to  the  coast  was  begun  In 
1857  and  finished  in  1802.  when  u 
boundary  vLsta  was  cut  through  the 
wood*  and  marked  with  monuments 
In  the  more  accessible  districts.
